The contest actually began at 11 am 
Saturday morning.

It also 
looks like most of the stations worked 
throughout the night, which can get — 
ey lonely on some of the more quiet 
ands.

Many 
visited for a relaxing weekend among the 
trees and Willamette River.

During the weekend, we tallied 20 RVs 
and 13 tenters spread throughout our 
reserved campsite area. 


When it was all over, a total of 1412 
contacts were logged in 24 hours;

FLEASE, PLEASE, PLEASE keep your log in 
UNIVERSAL TIME. That used to be called 
"Greenwich Time" or the time at the 
observatory near London which is located 
at 0 degrees longitude. Over the years 
it has been called many things, Zulu, 
UTC but it is now official] 

“Coordinated Universal Time". At least 
that’s what the National Bureau of 
Standards says every minute of every 
day. Catch them at 2.5 MHz, 5 MHz, 10 
MH2, 15 MHz and 20 MHz on station WWV, 
Ft. Collins, Colorado or WWVH at Kekaha, 
Kauai, Hawaii. The male voice is from 
WWV and the female is probalby WWVH 
although we sometimes also hear the 
female announcer (tape) from station JJY 
in Tokyo. 


These are very interesting stations that 
give out the time of day accurate to way 
beyond what we’l] ever need. They will 
also give out lots of prorogation 
information, some Atlantic and Pacific 
weather and sometimes other information 
as well. The tones given are accurate 
and used by piano tuners to tune their 
equipment. f your receiver is a 
ham-band only rig, never fear,..CHU in 
ttawa, Canada can farce be copied at 

-335 MHz or maybe 14.670 MHz in French 
and English. 


After you have mastered the fact that 
11:37PM is really 07:37 UT look out for 
the date. At SPM Pacific DAYLIGHT time, 
the date changes to the next day 
Universal Time. Here’s a handy chart 
for us in the Facific Time Zone.

5 July ‘87 at 2328 hours. If I had 
waited for 33 minutes I would put him in 
at 0001 hours 6 July ‘87 even though it 


was still late afternoon on the Sth 
here. Another example: Will in East 
Germany was worked Sunday night, July 5, 
at 9:45 PM. I logged him as 6 Juiy 
'87...0445...YS7WG...Sent 5 x 9 
001...RCV S x 9 549...14.192 MHz...100 
Watts out..."Will" GDR. So you see 
YS7WG was worked in the evening from 
Hillsboro on aay, 5, but I logged him as 
being worked in the morning of the next 
day. No matter. Will like all other 
DXers keeps his logs in Universal time 
and date. When he gets his QSL card 
from me he’l1 know right where to look 
in his log. If I had sent him Pacific 
Ne Leen Time information he may or may 
not have taken the trouble to 
interpolate. At any rate I would be on 
his black list. 


That’s all for now. Keep listening... 
the bands are really happanas Bon‘t 
forget 10 meters, even the Novice 
portion...DX is starting to come in.

REMINISCENCES BY ERNIE, W7AXJ 

I was browsing through m 
Great-grandfather’s diaries for 1877 and 
1878 the other day and found several 
items 1 believe some of our club members 
might find interesting. He was a 
telegraph operator in Portland, Maine at 
that time and copied the press reports 
which originated in Boston. 


In the front of the first diary is a 
“DIFFERENCE OF TIME" table! It shows 
that, when it is Noon at the Harvard 
College Observatory, it will be morning 
at all places west and afternoon at all 
Places east. For example, it will be 
12:00:16 PM in Boston, Mass. (the 
observatory is in Cambridge, Mass). It 
will be 10:53:59 in Chicago and 8:34:15 
in San Francisco! 


And we have trouble with time zone times 
ae daylight time and UTC or Greenwich 
ime! 


It wasn’t until many years later that 
the time zones were established 
principally for the convenience of 
railroad travelers. 


My Father, who retired from Western : 
Union Telegraph Company, told me that in 
1877 there were no typewriters used in 
the telegraph business. The operators 
were copying by hand with a stylus and a 
form of carbon paper. This avoided 
broken pencils or problems with pen 
points. 


Most of Grandpa‘s entries included the 
number of sheets he copied that day. 
Usually in the 30s and 40s but one day 
he copied 63 sheets! 


That sounds like hard work to me. How 
things have changed since those "good 
old days"! But, them, at that time they 
had changed a lot since a snake induced 
Adam_and Eve to eat an apple.

The pack is really spread 
out and it’s getting hot. From here on 
is where things started to 90 awry and 
amateur radio caally, showed its stuff in 
helping to resolve the situation.

We 
were pounding on those machines a lot. 


After 125 miles, the return route from 
Champoeg looks like the Alps toa 
bicycle rider. The hills were unreal in 
themselves and then, just outside of 
Wilsonville, we ran right smack into the 
Wilsonville Country Classic. About 
1,000 cars all going to the same place 
which just Waa liaey to be right on the 
tour route. anks to KZ7T a traffic 
control was established to protect the 
riders. 


About this time the heat is tremendous 
and it finally Happens: A rider is down 
and unconscious. 11 is punched up on 
the 147.32 repeater and aery, K7YBZ, 
really came through!!! The CARE van’ was 
transporting four riders and their bikes 
to Boones Fery Road and those riders had 
a chance to hear amateur radio in 
action. I had the volume up full. 

Larry was cool as ice as he transmitted 
patient stats and vitals signs to the 
ambulance dispatcher...age 26, pulse 
i100. She was transported to Newberg 
Emergency and treated for heat 
exhaustion. 


Now the word comes down that the tour 
director has scrubbed the remainder ¢ ) 
the tour for safety reasons and has 
asked that the remaining riders stop and 
Wait to be picked up. Without amateur 
radio that directive could NEVER have 
been carried out as aur The spread 
of the pack made CB absolutely useless. 


Bud and Randy drove to the rear of the 
pack. Acting like a bunch of little 
fish nets, the support vehicles started 
back along the course and picked up all 
riders and bikes and transported them to 
the finish at Nike in Tigard. About 
pma00PM all riders were accounted for. 
Jur heat exhaustion victim was released 
from emergency and was driven to the 
_ finish by the tour director. 


And that brings ap another little 
incident. Ron, the tour director, 
wanted to ride in the ambulance when the 
young lady was being taken to emergency 
and he asked Lorna tf she would follow 
in his car... his N car. ell, sure. 
Lorna, with typical British tif? upper 
lip, got behind the wheel and prenen ys 
asked for assistance from the ambulance 
driver to help release the emergency 
brake. Well, the ignition was not on 
so Lorna suddenly took an unexpected 
off-road tour of the grassy countryside! 
Ron then decided to return to the helm 
of his vehicle! 


This event, more than any public service 
,event that I’ve been involved in as a 
ham, brought to the forefront the 
tremendous value of amateur radio. The 
comments I received in the CARE van 
while K7YBZ was transmitting the 
condition and location of our downed 
rider were ones of amazement and praise. 
“He sounds so professional"..."He sounds 
like he’s used a radio before". Yes, 
the public is still naive about hams and 

es, they’l] still call us CB’ers, but 

hat weekend certainly showed what we 

am “amateurs" can really do.

There’s been a lot of water under the 
bridge since those early days I talked 
about in Part I of this article.

ntesting but I often think about 

tting back into it. OQnce you’ve won a 
_anch of contests, it’s hard to 90 back 
at it again because things aren’t the 
same. Consider the following: 1. How 
pany prefix changes have we had over the 
last five years or so? I haven’t kept 
up. 2. I haven’t improved my station 
Sane eee) for five years. My 
competition has improved theirs. 3. I 
haven’t bothered to find local noise 
sources and fix them for five years so 
there are several to find. 4. I have a 
more demanding job, two kids to put 
through college, flying lessons, an 
antique car and an extra business to 
run. 


The chances of me getting serious about 
contesting again are less than 50%. 
Still I wouldn’t have missed the 
experiences for anything and if you 
haven‘t done any contesting I recommend 
that you try it. 


I get about four offers per year to go 
on various Field Day exercises. (The 
ARRL says Field Day is not a contest, 
but I know thousands who think it is.) 
Anyway, I generally don’t go because I 
don’t think I could participate happily 
in less than an all-out effort. One of 
my pet peeves is Field Day operators who 
don’t know the rules. I have no 

tience with them. It’s best that I 

participate since every FD group has 

. least two lids who haven’t bothered 

to read the rules. 


People who knaw I’ve done a lot of 
contesting often ask about the role of 
the computer in contesting. I’ve not 
seen a SBOpuCer areee single operator 
station yet that I thought was anywhere 
near as effective as a station that is 
manually operated and where the records 
(logs and dupe sheets) are kept 
manually. I have a lot of theories on 
my this is so but I’1] save them for a 
future article. 


Multi-operator contesting is another 
story entirely. A computer such as an 
IBM-PC with proper software should 
definitely be part of the contest 
station. The idea is that one person 
will operate and another will keep the 
records on the computer. You may be 
wondering why I suggested the IBM-FC (or 
clone) instead of the peers. Commodore 
64. The reason is that the 64 is 
generally too slow when 1,000 or so 
stations are in a dupe checking file. 
Many good programmers have eon days 
trying to get the 64 to do the job. For 
eoeerp cee contester, the 464 just won‘t 
ack it.

CHESS VIA RADIO BY BRUCE, NI7M 


After a_lon work, it is 
sometimes 52 69ekuFt fo motivate mysel¢ 
to drive to the "Big City" to pla 

chess. I’ve often thought that it would 
sure be nice to play someone without 
having to travel a long distance. 


One solution to this dilemma_is chess 
via Amateur Radio. Amateur Radio 
Operators (known as “hams") routinely 
turn on their rigs, call CQ (an 
international code for "Hello, Anyone 
Listening?") and talk to people from 
(literally) all over the world. The 
conversations ig sng revolve around 
the things the two operators have in 
common; their equipment and ham radio 
activities. I’ve often thought “Gee, if 
only hams who played chess had a common 
time and place to meet on the air, they 
could have a truly international chess 
club that meets weekly". 


I wasn’t the first (or the only) person 
to have this idea. Vince Luciana (K2VJ) 
from New Jersey, took this concept and 
developed it into CARI _- Chess Amateur 
Radio International. They now have over 
three hundred members from places like 
Italy, New Zealand, Great Britain, 
Switzerland and from all over the USA. 


The most common spot on the band to hear 
them is 14.267 MHz at 1800 GMT on 
Sundays. (That’s 11AM Pacific Daylight 
Time.) If you aren’t a ham, your best 
bet is to find a ham. That can usually 
be done by looking in the yellow pages 
for an electronics store that carries 
Amateur Radio equipment. Ask them for 
the name and number of a contact person 
for a local Amateur Radio club. Call 
that person. They will be —y 
friendly, but probably will not have 
heard of CARI. Explain that you would 
like to "check in" to this net on Sunday 
and ask for assistance. Most Amateur 
Radio clubs will be more than happy to 
help Hopefully, they will connec pou 
with someone who lives near you. (I 

yeu find ham radio interesting enough, 
hey can also provide instruction on how 
to get your license.) 


But one thing I’ve noticed about the US 
CARI members that you hear on the air; 
they are mostly from the East Coast. 

I’m hoping that this article will hel 
stimulate a little more interest in the 
Northwest. Being in the same time zone 
is a great convenience when trying to 
set up a meeting time on the air. Also, 
the equ tpmene requirements (particularly 
antennas) for regional communications 
are considerably less than that for 
continental or international distances. 


Local communications (50-100 miles) are 
even easier. Handheld radios in the 2 
meter (144-148 MHz band with access to 
repeater stations are one of the most 
common pieces of ham equipment. 


If you are interested in learning more 
about "Chess Via Radio", here is CARI’s 
address and my own, along with my phone 
number and additional net times and 
frequencies.
